NATIVE ENDURANCE. in t h e world were o tribe of Indians who lived in rfw 
heart of the Sierra Modre Mountains in Mexico. Serviog q^ mail carriers nod 
messengers, the Indians were able to cover distance? of more thnn fifty mile; 
daily over rough mountain roads, carrying on their backs pouchei weighing 
forty pounds or more. Bareheaded, and barelegged, with almost no clothing on 
their bodies, the Indians moved gracefully and easily over the mountainous 
paths. |a travelling long distances they leaped and bounded like deer, tn« 
creasing or decreasing their speeds at will, with little exertion on their rungs 
or limbs. 

Strong men have at all times excited the interest and admiration of their fellow 
human beings. Such a man exhibited himself in London in 1740 as on outstanding 
example of strength ond fortitude. He was able to break a 
broomstick by striking it against his bare arm; could squeeze 
cocoanuts to a pulp with his bore hands; and lifted on oak 
table, six-feet long, with his teeth, with a fifty-pound weight 
honging from the other end of the table. At one of his per- 
formances be lifted three hogsheads filled with water, weighing 
1,386 pounds. This feat he accomplished with the aid of a 
bridle passed around his neck. The strong man ended his 
career in 1749 by stabbing himself after quarreling with, and wounding hi^ wife.

On July 27, 1931, a world's endurance reco/d for swimming was 
set by a man who thrashed about in the waters of a Honolulu 
pool for 100 straight hours, bettering hisprevious mork of eighty 
one hours established at Suva in the Fiji Islands, in the some 
year. Seven years later, he sworn the waters of the Hudson River 
from Albany to New York City, a distance of 147 miles. The 
no 1 1 ant swimmer received an overwhelming ovation at the con- 
clusion of this, feat, for the outstanding courage and dexterity he hod displayed. He 
had performed all of these swimming feats despite the fact that he had no legs. 




A trapeze artist walked across South Boulder Canyon near 
Denver, on "a trghtrope eighty-six times before he retired 
from his profession in 1928. Twenty years loter, on his 

eighty-second birthday, just to keep in trim, and to prove 
that he could do it, tie once more made the dangerous crossing, 
despite the pleas of his friends who felt he had been out of 
practice.
